Our feet ſhall ſtand, &c. verl. 2. 10ying, 
thatthe Lord had choſen a certain place 
of reltfor his arke, a viſible {igne of his 
' prelence, whereby they might be aſſu- 
red, that God would accept of their ſer- 
vice, performed within the limits of the 
church,and in the vaitie of the church, 
withour which God regardeth nothing, 
From this gratulation,Danzd deſcen- 
deth ro a commendation of the citic Ie- 
rufalem;commending it firſt, becauſe of #

__ Thepoliticke Philoſopher ſceming 
to hauc ſounded rhe depths of the vn- 
derſtanding part of mans ſoule, as alſo 
the wildnefle and bruriſhneſle of his af 
teCtions, giucth ſome like centure of |

__ Thatmanwhom either nature orin-. 
duſtric hath beautified with many good 
parts and gifts of the mind, if his heart. 
be ſanCtified by the true-fear and know: 
ledge of God "uh_ hee doth applic 
his good gifts to their right and proper. 
end;heislike vnto an angell inthe form 
of a man : but be he what a man poſsi- 
ble may be, only deſtitute of this religt- 
ous fcare, he is 1n the ſhape of man, a 

creature none more noiſome or dan- 
gcrous. 

That the ſpider ſucketh poyſon, from 
whence the bee draweth honey, is not

Mach is written to commend the 
mcmorie oi thole aunticnt VV orthies 
among the heathen, whoſe fame for 
_ rheir morall yertues yet liveth, their bo- 
dics hauing for many ages beene putri- 
fied in the duſt. Notwithſtanding,accor- 
ding as1t 1s 1n the Proucrbe (zter cacos 
uſcus regnare poteſt) Heethar hath but 


the fight of halle an eye, may witly. 


 claimeto be guide vnto thoſe that are 


ſtarke blind : ſo 1n the thicke darkenefle 


of thoſe times, and amidit the manifold 


heapcs of ordinaric corruptions, ſome 
extraordinary apparances of grauitic and 
ſobrictic might well be had in high eſti- 
' mation: bur ſuppoſe the beſt,that from 
thoſe men worthie ations proceeded, 


which gaue teſtimonie of their vertuous 


difpoſition ; yet either we mult account 
them as fruits iſſuing from that reuc- 
rence which nature Saad imprinted in 
their hcarts, or as cffects of amvitious 

dclires,

Such then being the bleſſedneſle af 
policte vmted with truc religion, the 
peace of that religious policic i Is worthy 
ro bedefired. Pray for the Face « of Ic- 
rulalem. 
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It was Danidsioy to ce Teruſilem in 
peace, it was his defire ro ſee Teruſalem 
reſt in peace. The glorie of a kingdome - 
ſtandeth in the perpetuitic of thoſe 
things which doe make it glorious : 
therefore when as Mercie and Truth, 
Righreouſneſle & Peace, Religion and 
Tuſtice, Plentie and Libertie, the chiete 
bleſsings of a kingdome doe meer and 


kiſle each other ; the firſt dutic of that 
people ſo bleſſed, isto confeſſe, thatrhe 
Lord hath ben gracious vntotheirland: 
the next, to pray, That peace and glorie 
may dwell in their land. 

The {weer benefit of peace is better 
knowne to many inthe want, than in

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When the king. of peace came Luk. 1g 
' meekly riding into Ieruſalem,rhe ſtreets 
are ſaid to ring with ſounds of ioy, men 
and children crying Hoſanna, Blefled is

Lord: yet Teruſalem 1s reprooued for 
not knowing thoſe things which did 
belong vnto her peace: ſhe did not 1lo- 
uingly foſter and nouriſh that peace, 
which defirous to be embraced, was re- 
fuſed;and therefore departed,leauing her 
to the furie of her enemies, who made 
her deſolate and cuen with the ground. 
The wotull ſpectacle of the materiall 

Icruſalem, whoſe ioy and peace is de- 

parted, may teach the ſpirituall Teruſa-

Her Prophets 1 in theifbale 2 pl caged 
fearefull eucnts, and that vpon oood 
ground, becauſe they ſaw God diſho- 
noured in Church and in Common- 
weale, Her cnemics did mutter as they 
did wiſh,in the ynnaturall deſire of their 
countries calamitie, hauing a wrie aſpect 
vnto their priuat hope. Fucry manthatr 
was ignorant of the affaires of itare, 
ſtood dreadfull of yncerraine euils, be- 
ing without allurance of any ccrtaine 
rod. 

The ſucceſle of all this reſted in the 
hands of God, who notwithſtanding 
thathe ceaſed to pourc vitall oyle into

| <omtort vnto Jeruſalem, yerhe ſuftered 

not the darkenefſe of that night to poſ- 
(clle vs ſo,or fo long,as that by the pow- 
cr of Sathan, which preuaileth much in 
larkeneſſe, we Were any Way afflicted,

and not a few expetted, bur God raw 
cd, who had prouided a preſent ſupplie. 
of lighe renued : that as it is written of 
the comfortable ſtars Caſtor and Pollux, 
the ſetting of the one is the riſing of he 
other : ſo of theſe two, one gaue vp her | 
light, the other receiued it leruſalems 
cyc ſaw no dreadfull eclipſe, her heart 
had no cauſe to feare any mortall efte&s. 
O leruſalem praiſethe Lord. Bur Teru- 
ſalem telleth vs further, that this bleſled 
alteration ſcemed a Covall thing 1n the 
cyc of her God, he did not only deliuer 
her from the danget of an (Interregaum) 
butto teſtific his loue vnto her, he did in 
the change of ſtate ſo order allthings,as 
that it might ſceme no changeartall. For 
when the rare Phoenix of the world, the 
queene of birds, which had for many 
yeeres gathered rogerher, and ſafely co-! 
uered Ieruſalems children vnder her 
wings, was now through age to be tur-

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peared ynto men to die, yet ſhe died nor, 
but was reuiued in one of her owne 
bloud; her age renewed inhis younger 
yeeres ; her aged infirmities repaired in 
the perfeQtion of his ſtrength ; her ver- 
tues of Chriſtianitic and princely quali- 
tiercſted on him, who ſtood vp a man

Idolatrie and hereſie, adulterie and 
1dleneſſe, witchcraft and murther, are by G41,s; 


the Apoltle bound yp together in one 
2, bundle 
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bundle of finfull workes of rhe fleſh : 
which as they are all offenſiue to the 
morall law of God, ſo likewiſe liable to 
thecenſure of the tadiciall law of man. 
The ſame law which puniſheth and re- 
formeth the one,may as tuſtly inflit pu- 
niſhmeat to the redreſſe of the other. 
Either our aduerſaries the Papilts are 
idolaters and heretiques, or we do them 
iniurie; but being ſuch, wee wrong our 
ſclues, by leauing their hands ynticd to 
diſquict the peace of Ieruſalem. 

For what peace may Ieruſalem look 
foriatheir liberty, whoſe vnderſtanding 
ſuperſtition hath blinded,pride hath fil- 
led their hearts , malice poſleſſerh their 
aftetions ; they 1udge of vs as of an ex- 
ecrable people , they muſe and deuiſe 
fearctull matters, their deſire is greedie 
vpon the exploitof that miſchict! which 
they haue intended. 

W hetfore ſince that God hath pro- 
miſled as a father to receiue Sion vnder 


the protection of His peace, ſo bee that 
ſhe

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ſhe depart out of Babilon, and ſeperate
